Country Gentlemen, (being in thoſe 
Times very faſhionable,) were con- 


ſiderable Aſſiſtances to their Depen- 


dants. But in the Time of that Wiſe 
Princeſs, when Trade flouriſh'd, 
Commerce improv'd, and England 
became denizen'd with Ferſia, China, 
and Peru; then the Foreign Commo- 
dities and Luxuries. were imported 
together, and Plenty produced ſuch 
an Habitual Idleneſs, that the Stateſ- 
men of thoſe Days ſaw it neceſſary 
to advance Ways and Methods to 
force the Slothful Poor to Work, and 
the Rich to Contribute: And yet their 
ͤößĩ 
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Deſigns have not anſwer'd. We have 
Swarms of Poor ftill, and Young 
Luſty Beggars, (thoſe Spectacula op- 
probri in a well-regulated State) make 
UP a Conſiderable Part of our Peo- 
e. 
4 I have been much delighted with 
a little Piece of Chief Juſtice Hales, 
concerning Setting the Poor to 
work, His Methods are natural. 
ly produCtive of the Deſign, and 
the Conſe quences are of great Im- 
portance. It's true, ſome ſofter 
Names than thoſe of Bridewel, Houſes 
of Correction, and Verb. houſes, and 
good Management, would invite 
the Young Ones into a Working 
Society with Credit and Delight, 
and their Continuance there for a 
. ftated Time ſhould be equivalent 
to an Apprentiſhip. And then 
Induſtry and Emulation in Trade 
would be fafhionable, and the Cri- 
minals might receive Chaſtiſement in 
Separate Places, It muſt be con- 
feſſed we have now Excellent Laws 
relating to e Poor, were they du-

ly executed, and the Execution 
thereof well encouraged and reward-

them. I have peruſed Lambert (who

: ted,) Dalton, Keble, beſides other lit-

more by an Alphabet, than the natu- 
ral Method.
